THE NORTHWEST. 

Tho rumour o.f an attempt to establish 
an independent Government in a portion 
of the North West Territory has attract- 
ed more attention than the facts would 
have wnrronted, had they been known. 
The President of tho so-eivlled Govern- 
ment had addressed tho following des- 
patch to the Colonial Secretary in Eng- 
land : — 

La Prairie, Manitoba, Tin Rod IUvor Settlement, 
Fell. 19, 1S08. 

My Lord, — As President elect by tho 
peoplo of the newly organised Govern- 
ment and Council of Manitoba, in British 
territory, I have the dutiful honour of 
laying before your Lordship, for the con- 
sideration of Her Most Gracious Majesty 
our beloved Queen, tho circumstances at- 
tending the cretUiou of this Relf-stipporting 
petty Government in this isolated position 
of Her Majesty's dominions, and as loyal 
British subjects wo humbly and sincerely 
trust that Her Most Gracious Majosty 
and her advisers will bo plased forthwith 
to give this Government favourable re- 
cognition, it being simply our aim to 
develope our resources, improve the con- 
dition of the people, and generally advanco 
uud preserve British interests in this ri- 
sing far West, 

An bumble address from the people of 
this sculeuicut to Her Majesty the Queen 
was forwarded through tho Governor" 
General of Canada in Juno last, briefly 
setting forth tho superior attractions of 
this pot tion of the British dominions, tho 
growing population, and the gradual 
influx of emigrants, and humble praying 
for recognition, law, and protection; to 
which no reply or Rcknowlfld^jerji^Qli h fl s 
yet reached this peop'e. 

Early in January last, at a public meet- 
ing of sotticrs, who uutuoer over lour 
hundred, it vas 'a::^in:ous!y declared to 
at otico p.ocecclto the election and con J 
struction of a Government, rhkh -ha- 
accordingly been duly carried out — a 
revenue imposed, public buildings com- 
menced to carry out tho laws, provision 
made lor Indian treaties, construction of 
ronds, and other public works tending to 
promote the interests and welfare of the 
people; the boundaries of tho jurisdiction

Ho and his coadjutors 
have a fondness for high sounding titles, 
and to be ambitious to exercise almost 
sovereign power in their capacity as a 
' 'govcrumont.'' Beyond that, however, 
their document is not a very treasonable 
affair. They protest their loyalty as 
British subjects as loudly us need be, and 
give no hint of any disposition to join the 
model republic. This proclamation of 
independence is simply a revival of a mucli 
older movement. Manitoba is only 
another name for the Portage or Caledonia 
settlement, sixty or sixty-five miles from 
Fort Garry, It was established fifteen 
yearsago, against the wishes of the Had. 
son Bay Compouy, by the peoplo intent 
upon setting up for themselves. The 
Hudson Bay Company did not actively 
interfere, and the people established local

On the 
northern end of Salt Spring Island consider- 
able agricultural settlements exist, possessing 
excellent grazing land, while from its quarries 
a superior kind of sandstone, weathering and 
becoming hard from exposure, is procured. 
On San Juan Island also thero are some good 
farms and a limestone of a rery superior 
quality, now becoming an article of consider- 
able export. The run through Aotivo Pass 
was rather exciting, tho tide boing in oui 
favor carried us through ai if borna on the 
surface of a mountain torrent. The oliQs on 
each side of the Pass, which ia about ]4 of a 
mile broad, rise in soma places to the height 
ol about 500 feet and are composed of a re- 
cent sandstone, in many places decomposed 
uud detached, leading to the formation of 
pioturetque dells and hollows, and occasion- 
ally so fretted by aimosphorio influences as 
to resemble tho portal of some old Norman 
keop.

Tho 
river is said lo be about 40 miles in leogth, 
although perhapB in a straight line not more 
than 2G and covered with a forest of mag- 
nificent spars; its breadth being about 40 
feet and navigable to <vitbin 4 miles oi tho 
lake. The lake is about '.11 miles long and 1 
mile wide. Silver veina bavo been dis- 
covered on its shores and coal ia said to crop 
out on the bunks ot the river. This lake, 
however, like most conlrul portiors of tho 
Island has never yet been ' thoroughly ox- 
plorcd. At Nanaimo wa fouud the schooner 
Hamley wailing for coal, and it was with 
considerable difficulty that the Admiral ar- 
ranged to havo 109 torn of coal put on board 
by tho coxt evening, as now thero is no sur- 
plus stock above ground, ships are obliged to 
wait and huve the coul put on board as it is 
taken out of the pit. One of the vessels, tbe 
Huuiley, wanted 'stilTeuning,' v;z-, about 20 
tons, to prcent tbo posibility of her turning 
over, and ttio Emily Harris required abont 
30 tons for tho use of the Active ; and as in 
all not more than 100 tons can be taken out 
daily, the mind ol the Surface Manager was 
much disturbed. The slip or fracture in Ihe 
coal seam of this mine still continues to dip 
vertically, and unless the borings ut Chate 
river provo more successful than hitherto, 
the production of ooal at least as far as tbe 
present seam is concerned must soon cease

The 
tribe occupying tho villugo nre tho Qua Quas, 
s few years ugo numbering about 1400, but 
now reduced by disease and whisky to about 
120, aud were at this rale dying ofl mpidly, 
the wonmu ceasing to bo fertile and tho men 
becoming o prey to galloping con umptiou, 
tbe result ni iheir inipuired vitality. On walk- 
ing round '.^e village there was to be observ- 
ed Ihe old shot holes made by H. At. S. Clio 
two years ago, and we wore constantly ap- 
pealed to whether King George (who, by Iho 
the way, 'never dies' here) wbb hyas sullocks; 
and on being informed that that amiable 
monarch's lumtum was hyas tloih were 
greatly relioved. The natives here are 
like many ia oivilizsd lile, living ou 
their past reputution ; at one time 
they were vory wealthy and gave away a 
large amouut of properly, whioh is now re- 
turning to them nt the various potlachea ol 
the other tribes.
